PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 2—(AP) 
Gangs of armed negroes roamed 
@ negro residential section in north- 
west Philadelphia today, smashed 
500 windows and attacked and seri- 
ously injured eight white persons, 
police said, as race trouble flared 
in a tieup of Philadelphia's public 
transportation system. 

The police arrested more than 
300 on charges varying from ma- 
licious mischief to aggravated as- 
sault and battery and carrying 
concealed deadly weapons. 


Three thousand city policemen 
and 7,000 auxiliary policemen were 
on duty, 

Police said most of the gangs 
were made up of teen-age boys 
armed with bricks, bottles, stones, 
clubs, knives or guns, 

Race disorders broke. out last 
night after a work stoppage strand- 
ed many of the city’s 1,500,000 daily 
riders of buses, trolleys and sub- 
way trains and cut heavily into war 
production. 


Germans Admit 
Rommel Is Hurt 


LONDON, Aug. 2. — (CP) —A 
DNB dispatch broadcast from Ber- 
lin today confirmed that Marshal 
Erwin Rommel was injured in an 
Allied air attack in Franch July 17, 
but said he escaped with a brain 
concussion and his condition was 
satisfactory, 

“His life is not endangered,” the 
German broadcast declared. 

Rommel was injured while 
driving in his car, the broadcast 
added. 

This was the first German con- 
firmation of reports received 
through front line dispatches in 
Normandy that Rommel had been 
injured, Some of the reports said 
he died later in a hospital,

OTTAWA, Aug. 2. — (CP) — 
Nineteen Canadian soldiers were 
“brutally murdered” by Nazi SS 
troops in Normandy, Prime Min- 
ister Mackenzie King announced 
today in the Commons. 

Mr. King said a court of inquiry 
had been convened by the Cana- 
dian and United States armies, and 
it was found that one officer and 
18 men who had been taken prison- 
er were murdered by members of 
the 12th-SS Battalion of the 12 SS 
Panzer Division under the direction 
of the their officers.

Robot Bombs 
Claim Total 
Of 4,737 Lives 


LONDON, Aug. 2—(CP)—Fly- 
ing bombs have killed 4,737 per- 
sons in Britain, Prime Minister 
Churchill said today. 

Mr. Churchill told the House 
of Commons 14,000 had been in- 
jured, and that 17,000 homes had 
been destroyed and 800,000 dam- 
aged since the German attacks 
began June 15. 

The prime minister said nearly 
1,000,000 persons had been en- 
couraged to evacuate London to 
escape the blind bombardment 
from the French Calais coast, a 
type of attack which he often has 
warned may be only the first 
phase of a desperate Nazi cam- 
paign of vengeance and slaughter. 

“The only resylt of the use of 
this indiscriminate weapon so far 
as they (the Germans are con- 
cerned will be that the punish- 
ment after their weapons have 
been struck from their hands by 
our fighting men will be appreci- 
ably harder,” Churchill declared 
grimly. 

He warned there was a possi- 
bility the Nazis would use heavier 
rockets against Britain.

The break in the’ centre of the 
Germans’ line by Lt-Gen. Sir 
Miles Dempsey’s Gritish threat- 
ened to engulf the remainder of 
enemy defences which had suf- 
fered the loss of 20,000 prisoners 
in a week and the destruction or 
Near destruction of a dozen divi- 
sions. 

Positions were unchanged on the 
Canadian front in the Orne valley 
where the Germans were strongly 
resisting pressure on Tilly La Cam- 
Ppagne, south of Caen. 

A front dispatch said German de- 
fences in this area, already ex- 
tremely heavy, were being further 
built up. 


GERMANS RETREAT 

Another front dispatch said Ger- 

man troops were stumbling back in 
retreat north of Villers-Bocage, the 
keystone of the enemy defence peri- 
meter in the Caumont. sector. Due 
south of Caumont British armored 
patrols were dashing beyond cap- 
tured Le Beny Bocage in the area 
just north of the key communica- 
tions city of Vire. 

A British staff officer on that 

front said: 

“Rommel must stand and fight 
on high ground between Villers- 
Bocage and Caen, and | think we 
shall destroy him there.” He ex- 
pressed belief that Field Marshal 
Rommel! was facing disaster. 

Driving east from Le Beny Bo: j 

cage British tanks seized a “saur | 
sage feature” spur shown on th 
map at hill 266. Simultaneously 
other British columns farther north 
stormed Andeyq and gained all the , 
high ground east of the Homme 
woods. Germans still fighting in 
the woods now have only a narrow 
escape corridor to the south. 


TANKS FAN OUT 

Two American armored spear- 
heads were fanning out svulh of 
Avranches. The Americans slash- 
ing forward in Brittany had not 
yet encountered notable organized 
opposition, They swept through 
Ontorson, 13 miles southwest of 
Avranches. The second spearhead 
pushing toward the interior of 
France captured Montgoheir, seven 
miles southwest of Avranches. 

Some twenty miles to the north- 
east, the hotly contested Norman 
cities of Percy and Tessy Sur Vire 
fell while Villedieu Les Poeles, 
which already has been by-passed, 
was being cleared, 

Along the eastern hinge of the 
Allied line south of Caen power- 
ful, elite German forces were 
offering the most resolute resist- 
ance of the whole campaign 
against Canadians trying to re- 
take Tilly La Campagne. 

The Germans have two broad, 
massed belts of machine-guns and 
tanks and lines of mortar and ar- 
tillery batteries. Between these 
two lines a third and intermediate 
line of similar strength is being 
fixed,

TEXT OF STATEMENT 

Text of Mr. King's statement 
follows: 

Mr. Speaker, I would ask for the 
attention of the house to a state- 
ment that I am about to make. It 
is my sad duly this morning to in- 
form honorable members of the cir- 
cumstances in which 19 members of 
the Canadian forces were killed in 
Normandy. What 1 have to say is 
apart altogether from any other 
matter of a like nature to which | 
have previousiy made reference. 

In the early days of the inva- 
sion, it was reported to the 
supreme commander of the 
Allied expeditionary force that 
some Canadian soldiers had been 
shot after capture by the enemy. 
At the request of the Canadian 
commander, a court of inquiry 
composed of officers of the Brit- 
ish, United States and Canadian 
armies was promptly convened, 

That court has now reported, 
after most careful investigations, 
that one Canadian officer and 18 
Canedian other ranks, who had 
been taken prisoner by, and were 
in the custody of, the German army 
were murdered by members of the 
12 SS Reconnaissance Battalion of 
the 12th SS Panzer Division, under 
the direction of certain of their 
officers. These Canadian soldiers 
had the status of prisoners of war 
and as such were entitled to pro- 
jtection. There is no doubt that 
they met their deaths in a manner

The .governments of the Com- 
monwealth have also asked the 
Swiss government to demand that 
the German government promul- 
gate strict orders to prevent in 
future e@ repetition of such an 
occurrence. 

As I have said we have put the 
findings of the court into the hands 
of the protecting power. We have 
asked them to take appropriate ac- 
tion in the circumstances. This is 
all that I am able to say on this 
subject at the moment. There is 
nothing more that can usefully be 
said at this time and I hope hon- 
orable members will understand the 
desirability of avoiding unnecessary 
discussion. 

I shall conclude simply with the 
statement that this house humbly 
pays its sincere tribute to the valor 
and honor of the dead and expresses 
its deep and heartfelt sympathy to 
the families who have been so sad- 
ly bereaved. I may say that the 
next-of-kin have been notified, but 
that no names are being published.

NEED BIRTH CERTIFICATES 

Production of birth certificates 
for all children for whose benefit 
allowances are claimed will be re- 
quired eventually, said Mr. Claxton. 
It may not be possible to have 
more than 3,000,000 birth certificates 
by the time the allowances start, 
however, and some leeway will 
likely be needed. The local admin- 
istrative offices will probably ve 
opened about the beginning of 1945. 


Mr. Claxton said he believed 
that the government could carry 
out its family allowances plan and 
other social measures in the post- 
war and still reduce taxation 
“substantially.” 

“The budget of Canada~in any

House Gives Third Reading 


Allowance Bill 


OTTAWA, Aug, 2.—(CP)—Without opposition or formal 
vote the Commons last night gave third and final reading to 
the family allowances bill. It now goes to the Senate for con- 


Mr. Diefenbaker said he won- 
dered where the government in- 
tended to raise the $200,000,000 
which would be needed annually 
to carry out the family allowances 
plan. He wondered if the allow- 
ances would prevent a reduction 
in income tax to pre-war levels, 


Before study of the allowances 
bill was resumed, Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King announced that 
Canada has arranged with the 
United States to assume full cost of 
air line installations in northern 
Canada. The Dominion will pay 
$120,000,000 in Canadian funds to the 
United States for outlays that coun- 
try made on the installations, 

In making the announcement, Mr. 
King also disclosed the ramifica- 
tions of the hitherto secret north- 
east staging route to Europe. 


ADOPT RESOLUTION 


The house adopted on division a 
resolution to a bill providing for the 
appointment of a full-time salaried 
chairman for the Canadian Broad- 
casting Corporation. Progressive 
Conservative and CCF members ex- 
pressed doubt that the appointment 
would help improve radio service 
in Canada. 

Harry Jackman (PC-Toronto, 
Rosedale) said he feared the fam- 
ily allowances would help pre- 
vent workers in Quebec from ob- 
taining wage increases. Quebec, 
with its lower wages, was attract- 
ing industries away from Ontario. 

Prime Minister King said labor 
obtained high wages mainly by be- 
ing organized. It was easier for 
labor to be organized and fight for 
higher wages where most of the 
workers were single or had small 
families than where many had large 
familie. 

WILL GAIN STRENGTH 

Far from making labor in Que- 
bec weaker the allowances would 
make it stronger, more economical- 
ly independent, better able to or- 
ganize, to strike if necessary and to 
fight and gain higher wages.

Alberta’s School System 


Under the Social Credit administration 
of this province, Alberta’s school system 
has advanced to the point where it is recog- 
nized as the best and most efficient on the 
North American Continent. 

Education is the keystone of democracy. 
Only an enlightened electorate can cast 
those intelligent votes which are essential 
to the continuation of the democratic 
system. By improving the school system of 
Alberta, the Social Credit Government has 
rendered a service to democracy. 

One of the important reforms effected 
since 1935 has been the establishment of 
large school divisions in place of small 
school districts. In 1935 there were 3,750 
small school districts. Today there are 50 
large divisions, This has been accomplished 
without destroying local autonomy in edu- 
cation.

Under the Social Credit Government, 
many new schools have been built to replace 
obsolete structures. The classrooms are 
modern, bright and sanitary. Between 
1937 and 1943 nearly 400 new schools were 
built at.a cost of $1,141,395, The cost of 
additions alterations and improvements 
was $732,467. 

All arrears of teachers’ salaries have 
been paid. 

The total provincial grant to education 
in the fiscal year 1934-35 was $1,391,020. 
The total grant in the current fiscal year 
is $2,717,700, 

All this represents a sound and pro- 
gressive educational policy second to none 
on this-continent. It represents good gov- 
ernment,

The Junior Chamber of Commerce 
renders an important service in this com- 
munity when it embarks on its “Get Out 
The Vote” Campaign.

Quebec CCF 


The Bloc Populaire is putting on quite 
a campaign in Quebec, in the Provincial 
election. Its orators say that Confedera- 
tion has failed, that the French Canadians: 
ate oppressed and unhappy, say that there 
should be a French speaking republic on 
the banks of the St, Lawrence, that the 
British connection is the worst possible 
thing for Canada, that Britain is sending 
Canadian soldiers overseas to be slaughter- 
ed, to protect Britain. 

It is quite a campaign. It is the sort 
of campaign which would scarcely be very 
popular in Alberta. 

What might interest us in Alberta is 
that there is plenty of evidence of a very 
close connection between the C.C.¥F. and the 
Bloc Populaire in Quebec. Recently, Mr. 

’ Henri Bourassa, founder of the isolation- 
ists school in Quebec, strongly advised the 
Bloc Populaire to vote C.C.F. as a second 
choice, and the Quebec C.CF. conference 
recently criticized the British Labour 
Party very severely for co-operating in the 
war.

In each case, the 
aggressors were those peculiar persons 
who feel an inexplicable urge to get them- 
selves up in fantastic “‘drape-shape” jack- 
eta, “high drape” pants, pork pie hats and 


a i iactes 
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the other current paraphernalia of hooli- 
ganism. 

Other such clashes have occurred re- 
cently in Quebec and other parts of Canada. 

Now the phenomenon of the “zoot- 
suiter’” poses a quaint problem which must 
have puzzled thoughtful people ever since 
it appeared. 

Is the ‘“‘zoot-suiter” a hoodlum because 
of his amazing dress, or does he wear the 
dress as a symbol of his hoodlumism? 


One can readily understand, of course, 
the probable degenerating effect on the 
human mind, or alleged mind, of these 
singular habiliments. Grotesqueries of cos- 
tume undoubtedly press deep into the 
human soul. And sartorial whimsy can be 
a dreadful taskmaster 

But on the other hand, if these eccen- 
trics adopt the zoot-suit as a symbol of 
their principles, they must find themselves 
in a frightful paradox, 

For the protest of these persons is dir- 
ected primarily against the regimentation 
of war. They riot. against sailors and sol- 
diers because they don’t want to be sailors 
and soldiers themselves. But think of the 
absurd spot in which they find themselves! 

Imagine donning this misbegotten tail- 
or’s nightmare as a protest against wearing 
the neat blue or eae of the services, 


What’s Stopping Him? 

“Some sowers of hate and discord,” 
says Premier Godbout of Quebec ‘‘should 
be behind the bars instead of being allowed 
to talk as they are in the Quebec election 
campaign.”

The advanced legislation 
with regard to free cancer treat- 
ment, free T.B. treatment and V.D 
treatment, also. hospitalization for 
maternity cases, is a forward move 
as any sane person will agree. 

However, regarding the advance 
in the school system, yes there has 
been an advance but your editorial 
does not go far enough. You did 
not mention that the school-tax has 
been more than doubled also, al- 
though we were given to understand 
that amalgamation would effect a 
saving. : 

Our wage laws have advanced in 
the Edmonton field more than any 
other part of the province and the 
mining industry, namely from $4.41 
to $7.34. Roughly speaking about 
66 per cent, while coal prices have 
advanced 25 per cent. Our coal sells 
at $1.00 per ton less than Drumhel- 
ler while the wages are the same. 

With regard to compensation 
benefits you mention: under the 
previous rate of wages of $4.41 the 
operators’ cost was 30c per day 
per man compensation. At the pre- 
vailing rates of pay it has increas- 
ed to 80c per day. Approximately 
166 per cent. I think you will agree 
this is the largest insurance rate 
known! These dues have to be paid 
in advance and any infringement 
draws a penalty of 4 per cent. 
Therefore I see no reason why the 
benefits could not be increased.

Editor, Bulletin: I do not think 
the claim that Social Credit pro- 
Posals for monetary reform have 
been a “casualty” in the current 
Alberta election, can be sustained. 
I notice that reports of speeches by 
government spokesmen regularly 
call for monetary reform and na- 
tional dividends, and the same is 
true in the Alberta Social Credit 
paper, “Today and Tomorrow,” 
which I receive.

That was why we held a National 
Convention in Toronto last April, 
and formulated a national policy. 
The issue in Alberta today is two- 
fold. On the immediate plane, it is 


their doors, in foreseeable time 
after this war, to millions of Ger- 
mans?

Radio Report Marks Changes 


New Viewpoints Appear in 
Recommendations Made 


To House 
By B. T. RICHAROSON 

OTTAWA — The report of the 
special committee on radio broad- 
casting, just tabled in  Parlia- 
ment, like similar reports in recent 
years contained a declfration of 
confidence in the Canadian Broad- 
casting Act 1936, which is the 
foundation of the nationally-own- 
ed radio system. Yet its recom- 
mendation, involving an amend- 
ment to the act, that the position of 
a full-time chairman be created, is 
more sweeping than appears on 
the surface. It signalizes a change 
of viewpoint from that found in 
the radio reports to Parliament in 
1942 and 1943. It will be central 
issue if and when the government 
brings down an amendment to the 
act, and it will be obviously the 
chief point of argument among 
public-minded supporters of the 
national radio system. 

The question of internal organi- 
zation of the CBC which has re- 
mained an acute problem for sev- 
eral years and especially since the 
1942 committee brought in a re- 
port that vigorously criticized the 
general manager of that day, Glad- 
stone Murray, has moved through 
several phases and an observer 
may hold legitimate doubts that 
1944 radio report has discovered 
the final answer. At the same 
time, the problem of relations be- 
tween the publicly-owned CBC and 
the private radio stations has ob- 
viously grown into an acute issue, 
and the committee's references to 
this will be studied with interest. 

Regarding internal organization 
the report finds that the functions 
performed by the general mana- 
ber, a post vacant since Dr. James 
Thomson resigned in November, 
1943, embraces two fields which 
are wide apart. It said: 

“One function calls for imagi- 
nation, a broad culture, a compre- 
hensive understanding of our nat- 
ional problems, and an enthusias- 
tic faith in the future of our coun 
try. Whilst for the other, business 
experience, administrative ability, 
and a positive mind are required.” 


For these reasons, the committee 
recommended that a full-time sal- 
aried chairman be appointed, in 
addition to the salaried general 
manager. The first impression that 
this would mean two heads of the 
CBC of comparatively equal rank 


and authority is mistaken, as a 
reading of the report will show. 
What the committee has in mind 
is to supercede the general mana- 
ger and restrict the functions of 
the latter to that of business ad- 
ministrator. The report speaks of 
“a full-time chairman and under 
him and the board the general 
manager.” As if to emphasize the 
words “under him” it goes on: 
“Should any conflict arise, the 
authority of the chairman must be 
predominant or such_ matters 
might be referred to the board.” 

The chief problem of the CBC, 
now a thriving public utility, is 
to find the right man to run it. 
The 1944 report, in advising a 
division of functions, is virtually 
an admission that the right man 
cannot be found. To see the force 
of this, one needs to recall what 
the 1942 report said. The general 
manager, it said: 
“should be preferably a Canadian 
of character and integrity... . He 
should have organizing ability and 
administrative and executive ex- 
perience although not necessarily 
in the field of business... . The 
chief executive does not need 
to be a specialist in finance, 
or a specialist in publicity; he 
needs to be a person who can, if 
necessary, recruit specialists, di- 
rect their activities, weigh and 
consider their advice and their 
recommendations, and in the last 
analysis accept responsibility for 
their actions. His education and 
experience should fit him to deal 
with public questions in a broad 
and imaginative way. He should 
have enthusiasm for his country 
and its services and recognize the 
contribution that broadcasting may 
make to your national life.”

This rather idealistic description 
of the kind of general manager, it 
should be noted, was based directly 
on the original scheme of things 
‘adhered to in the CBC policy 
down to the present. The 1943 re- 
port, for instance, re-affirmed the 
principle that “decisions as to 
policy are to be made by its board 
of governors while administration 
is to be unified under a general 
manager.” Lack of confidence in 
the general managership of Mr. 
Murray had the effect of causing 
the board of governors to hedge 
around the authority of a gencral 
manager with a series of bylaws, 
chiefly designed to transfer finan- 
cial controls to the assistant gen- 
eral manager. 


was the last occasion m which the 
original principle of separating 
policy-making in the board from 
administrative responsibility in 
the general manager was in force, 
It is apparent that, since the resige 
nation of Dr. Thomson, this simple 
| and sound principle has come 
under questioning, especially by 
the parliamentarians of the radio 
committee. 

Under the proposed set-up the 
salaried chairman is also the head 
of the policy-making body of the 
CBC. The proposal to identify a 
large part of administrative res- 
Posibility with the policy-making 
authority is certainly a major dee 
|parture from the original princie 
ple of separation found in the act,

The 1944 report contains a marke 
ed change of tone towards private 
broadcasting from that found in 
the 1943 report. The latter said 
the committee recognized that 
private stations |‘serve a useful 
function,” and let it go at that. 
This year, however, the Canadian 
Association of Broadcasters made 
several recommendations, chiefly 
that licensing powers should be 
transferred to an impartial body 
separate from the CBC. The 1944 
report rejected this request, with 
the comment: “We believe that the 
regulations with reference to con- 
trol over the privately-owned 
stations have been exercised with 
fairness, and we recommend a 
continuation of that policy.”

Alberta is looked up to and sure- 
ly this progress could not have been 
made if there had been.an ineffici- 
ent, dishonest government in power, 
he said. 

NOW AT CROSSROADS 

“You have now come to the cross- 
roads and must decide whether you 
will choose to turn Canada into a 
Progressive country or turn it into 
a slave state.” 

Be logical, he urged, the CCF 
party although it strongly objects 
to being called national socialist in 
policy is really following this prin- 
ciple. The state is to be every- 
thing, the individual nothing, he 
warned, « 

“Remember that when Premier 
Manning decided to call the elec- 
tion he said August 8 will be U- 
day. He further stated that the 
government was the people's ser- 
vant. Whereas the opposition 
party say, ‘I’ will do this or ‘I’ will 
do thet. They tprn it into an ‘I- 
day,’” said Mr. James, 

Alberta is the most prosperous

Mr. Gillies, explaining the treas- 
ury branches, said “they are to 
stimu. the sale of Alberta-made 
products, and the purchasing power 
of the people.

It should be remembered 
that any experiment takes time and 
money, .The treasury houses are 
ready to function, and they will 
work if the whole cycle from wage 
earner to retailer and wholesaler 
will co-operate,” he said.

“When the various countries at 
war today with the Allies set up 
their types of government it seem- 
ed to solve immediate problems but 
in the end it did not solve the prob- 
lem of the future, That is what the 
people of Alberta must remember. 

“The nationalizing and socializ- 
ing platforms of opposition par- 
ties will net stend up under in- 
vestigation,” he seid, “and it must 
be remembered that promises 
made have to be fulfilled and this 
cannot possibly be dene.” 

There are two ways of doing 
what the opposition plans to do. 
The first is by purchasing the in- 
dustries for the people and making 
them pay by taxation for their up- 
keep, or by confiscation. The first 
is a glorified state of capitalism 
and the second would lead to a re- 
volution, he said.

Gratitude and appreciation of 
the British people for work ‘of 
the Canadian Red Cross in the 
past five years was expressed by 
Lt.-Col, Sir William Kerr Fraser- 
Tytler, KBE, CMB, MC, repre- 
sentative of the British Red 
Cross In Washington, at a joint 
luncheon of the Edmonton branch 
of the Canadian Red Cross So- 
ciety, the Men’s Canadian Club 
and the Gyro Club in the Mac- 
donald hotel Tuesday noon. 

Sir William is visiting the city to 
review the operation of the Cana- 
dian Red Cross branch here and 
brought a message of appreciation 
t. Red Cross officials here for the 
assistance they have given the Brit- 
ish people. 


HELP TO MORALE 


A tremendous impression was 
made on the British people by the 
piles of clothing from Canada the 
speaker said. The stipport, espe- 
cially in 1940 was a great help-to 
their morale. 

The prisoner of war department 
of the Red Cross was started in 
1940 and parcels for prisoners of 
war and interned civilians in the 
European theatre are going out 
from Canada at the rate of at least 
100,000 a week and combined ship- 
ments from Canada and the United 
States total a million and a half 
Parcels a month, the speaker said. 

With millions of men scattered 
all over the world in camps few 
’ would return to their own coun- 
try fit in body and mind with- 
out the assistance of the Red 
Cross, Sir William said. They 


would not be able to take their 
place in society again if it were 
not for the care of the society, 
Negotiations have never ceased 
to open up a route to the Far East 
by way of Vliadivostgk, Sir William 
said. So far no agreement has been 
reached with the Japanese but the 
parcels are ready, the machinery is 
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ready and as soon as word comes 
120,000 parcels a month will move. 


OFFICIALS WILLING 

Speaking of the lack of co-opera- 
tion of the Japanese in not joining 
the International Red Cross, the 
speaker said that the Japanese Red 
Cross officials were of the best 
element of the country and had 
they been left alone would have 
co-operated. 

The Red Cross is a challenge to 
the highest ideals of the human 
race, Sir William said and the 
work of the society represents 
Christianity in action and should 
provide a valuable guide for rela- 
tionship between nations in peace- 
time. Without the ideals of the 
Red Cross the world could not sur- 
vive, he declared. 

“We are on the edge of great 
things,” Sir Williams declared. 
“We can see the blue prints of 
the future which include a super 
league of nations and to carry 
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these out we must all make our 
selves indispensable.” The speak- 
ear asked members to consider 
the minds of the men who have 
to put into action the blue prints 
and asked their help in all ways.

Hospitalization 
Plan Clarified 


Provisions of Alberta's free ma- 
ternity hospitalization legislation 
have been clarified to cover cer- 
tain special cases not enumerated 
in the original legislation, according 
to an  order-in-council recently 
passed by the provincial govern- 
ment. 

The free maternity provisions, 
which went into effect on April 1 
covered all “bona-fide” residents of 
the province. The minister of health 
was given power to extend benefits 
to certain specific cases not coming 
within these general limits in re- 
gard to residence qualifications. 

According to the order-in-council, 
free maternity provisions are ex- 
tended to: 

1, Women who have married 
members of the armed services of 
Canada or an Allied power, or a 
member of the Merchant Marine, 
who at the time of marriage was 4 
resident of Alberta, 

2. Women who have . married 
members of the armed services of 
Canada or an Allied power, or mem- 


|| ber of the Merchant Marine, whose 


husband at the time of enlistment 
was a resident of Alberta. 

3. A woman who married a man 
who has left the province on essen- 
tial war work, but who at the time 
of leaving, was a resident of the 
province, 

4. A woman who is normally a 
resident @f the province, but who 
has left to take up essential war 
work elsewhere. 

Provisions of the order-in-council 
were made retroactive to April 1.

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Canadian Unity 
ls Said Harmed 
By CCF Policies 


The sowing of confusion and 
the detracting from the war unity 
of Canadian people by the CCF 
and the creating of false issues 


by the Social Credit party which 
“cannot absolve itself fram anti- 
semitism in Canada” was de- 
claimed by Leslie Morris, Ontario 
leader of the Labor-Progressive 
party before an audience of about 
70 persons in the Masonic Temple 
Tuesday evening. 

He counselled his hearers to re- 
member that a heavy responsibility 
will be upon Alberta, and urged 
that they see that a number of the 
candidates of the party he repre- 
sented be elected to the provincial 
legislature on Aug. 8. 

The speaker said he had not come 
here to invade Alberta, nor had he 
brought panzer divisions to stam- 
pede the electors. 


PRELIMINARY BOUTS 


On the same day, another prov- 
ince—Quebec—will go to the polls. 
“These are but preliminary bouts 
before the main fight, and heavy- 
weight championship, after the 
war,” he continued, 

The speaker asked if the issue 
in Canada is socialism. “The 
socialism issue arises from time 
to time in other countries, but 
never yet—and not now—is it 
an issue in Canada, or the United 
States, or in Great Britain. 

“The CCF is totally out of step 
with history, and least of all in 
Canada, if it thinks socialism is at 
stake. 

“That is not the issue,” he declar- 
ed. “The issue is: there mugt be no 
other aggressor allowed to arise in 
the world. And, if it isn’t, then 
men from Canada and United 
States. don't know what they're 
fighting for. 


NO FASCISM HERE ¢ 

“Those men do know that the is- 
sue they are fighting is the destruc- 
tion of Fascism, and the CCF who 
says there is Fascism in’ Canada 
don't know what they're talking 
about. There is no Fascism here 
and there is not likely to be,” said 
Mr. Morris. 

He continued: “The program and 
issues of the CCF are sowing con- 
fusion and detracting from the war 
unity of Canadian people. It is a 
false program which splits the 
country from end to end.” 

The sécond front was an issue 
that threatened the unity of the 
United Nations for two years, said 
the speaker, adding that from the 
agreement arrived at—and which 
agreements were ridiculed by the 
CCF—would effect world affairs 
in which Edmonton was going to 
play a part. 

“War,” he continued, “war has 
shown that in the face of Fascism 
a unity can come that is indestruct- 
ible.” He referred to several coun- 
tries which within themselves had 
united, and said that after the war 
France “would have a new kind of 
goverament—a. democratic” govern- 
ment, 

Mr. Morris declared that a world- 
influencing government, as the CCF 
or Social Credit would be “as sui- 
cidal as Munich before the war.” 


SEES DIFFERENT WORLD 


He went on to say that the world 
after the war would be an entirely 
different world, and it was wrong 
to say that catastrophe faced Can- 
ada when the war ended, 

The Social Credit party was of 
national significance in 1935, for it

VERY GOOD NEWS 

The news from Normandy, he 
told a cheering House of Commons 
is extremely good and “the first 
American Army advancing down 
the Atlantic coast might. well be 
approaching the important railway 
centre of Rennes, about halfway 
across the base of the Brest penin- 
sula.” ; 

Of Italy he said: “We may hope 
that operations of the utmost

Talling of the plan to augment 
British Asiatic naval forces, he 
said “It is probable, however, that 
the Japanese fleet will have its 
time taken up with the navy of 
the United States, which is al- 
ready double the size of that pre- 
sumptive power.”

LAUDS EISENHOWER 

Mr. Churchill asserted Gen. 
Eisenhower “is a genius for bring- 
ing all his allies together and proud 
to consider himself ar’ Allied as 
well as a United States com- 
mander.” 

“In the air, on the sea and under 
the sea our well-establisted su- 
premacy increases with steady 
strides,” the confident prime min- 
ister told the house. 

He declares the German U- 
boats had been so badly beaten 
that the Allies, despite vastly 
greater tonnage, “have sailed the 
seas from January to June with 
less than half the losses we have 
inflicted on the dwindling and 
largely immobile naval resources 
of the enemy, both in the east 
and west.” 

Paying tribute to “important and 
expanding successes” in the Paci- 
fic, Mr. Churchill declared: 

“I am increasingly led to feel 
that the interval between the de- 
feat of Hitler and the defeat of 
Japan will be shorter.—perhaps 
much shorter—than had at one 
time been supposed.” 


BEATS BURMA ROAD 

He added that the American-built 
highway in Burma now is carrying 
far more tonnage than ever was 
delivered in similar time over the 
old Burma road, 

Indicating still more vigorous 
strokes by the Americans in the 
Pacific, the Prime. Minister said 
that the British fleet will be greatly 
strengthened in the east by the end 
of the year but “it is probable how- 
ever that the Japanese fleet wil! 
have its time taken up with the 
navy of the United States which 
is already double the size of that 
presumptuous power.” 

Answering persistent parlia-

He said Gen. Montgomery report- 
ed that both of Germany's vaunted 
tank models, the Tiger and Panther, 
were “unreliable and vulnerable 
and that the 17-pounder could go 
right through them.” 

DRAWS LAUGHTER 

Continuing amid intermittent 
laughter, he said that the “Notori- | 
ous Churchill tank is the most 
thick-skinned in Europe, and has 
also won commendation. It is com- 
ing into its own.” 

“The Churchill can be either de- 
fensive or offensive,” he concluded, | 
to a fresh burst of mirth. 

Of Italy, Mr. Churchill said: 

“We may hope that operations 
of the utmost vigor will be con- | 
tinued by Gen. Alexander and his 
army throughout the summer and 
autumn.” 

He added that while things were | 
going very well there, “It is the | 
Russian army who have done most 
of the work in tearing the guts out | 
of the German army.” 

“There are no other forces in the | 
world that could have been called | 
into being except after several 
more years that would have been 
able to maul and brexk the German 
army,” Mr. Churchill continued. 
SALUTES STALIN 

“I salute Marshal Stalin, the 
great champion of a great country, 
and I firmly believe that our 20-| 
year treaty with Russia will prove 
to be one of the most durable fac- 
tors in preserving peace and good 

order and the progress of Europe. 

“it might well be that the Rus- 
sian successes have been some- 
what aided by the strategy of 
Corporal Hitler. Even military 
idiots find it difficult not to see 
some ‘faults in some of his ac- 
tions.” 

He said the Normandy invasion 
and the new Russian offensive had 
been carried out on schedule, on 
co-ordinated plans agreed upon at 
Teheran. ‘Despite the worst June 
gales in 40 years, he declared, “very 
large armies with about one vehicle 
to every four or five men were 
landed” across the beaches of 
France although the Germans had 
100 submarines and other obstacles 
in their path. 

BEST-EQUIPPED ARMY 

Gen, Eisenhower and his ground 
commander, Gen. Montgomery, now 
“stand at the head of an army 
equiped as no army has ever been 
equipped befgre.” 

All this was not accomplished 
without loss, he said, adding: 

“We have inflicted losses on the 
enemy about double those which 
we have suffered ourselves.” 

When the invasion started, the 
American and British-Canadian 
forces were about even in 
strength. United States forces 
now are larger, he disclosed, 

The losses of the British and Can- 
adians were proportionally about! 
the same as those of the Americans 
and “it has been share and share 
alike all along the front.” 
BETTER RELATIONS 

Mr. Churchill said there was great 
improvement in British relations| 
with Gen. De Gaulle’s French Na- 
tional Committee, “largely as the re- 
sult of careful spadework of Mr.| 
Eden and the great success attend-| 
ing Gen, De Gaulle's visit to Presi-| 
dent Roosevelt.”

1939, Maj. Jeff Nicklin has been wounded in France.

He was 
soon promoted to lieutenant and 
then captain. 


He returned to Canada when the| Tuesday 


parachute battalion was formed and 
trained with it at Fort Benning, 
Georgia and Shilo Camp, Man. He 
returned overseas as a major in 
1943. 

Nicklin was a star backfielder and 
end with the football Blue Bomb- 
ers and was chosen on several Can- 
adian Press all-star teams. He also 
was prominent in hockey and la-

It is astounding how versatile at 
avoiding food the ong can be if 
he lacks appetite or finds some 
foods distasteful to him. He may 
pretend to chew, because he is ex- 
pected to do so, but he keeps add- 
ing more and more food until his 
mouth is crammed tight as a drum 
and then—unable or unwilling to 
swallow—he spits it all out. 

Another child may take a mouth- 
ful and chew and chew and then 
choke and vomit. Or, he may bold 
food in his cheek, swallowing some, 
retaining the rest, like a cow chew- 
ing his cud. There are all sorts of 
variation and they do seem to stem 
from dislike of food, lack of appe-

ing is the first step in an improve- 
ment of the capacity to swallow. 


For the child who has difficulty 
chewing and rapidly grows fatigued 
when much chewing is demanded, 
supply foods thet are easy to eat 
and introduce oiiy sufficient of 
the chewy foods to allow for some 
exercise of that capacity. Keep the 
portions of al] foods small and allow 
the child fhe satisfaction of clean- 
ing up his plate. 

It is discouraging to a child to 
be faced with a plate piled high 
with food and expected to make 
way with it. Tiny bite-sized por- 
tions of a variety of foods will 
provide the inspiration to eat and 
the success which leads to still 
greater efforts.

One two-pound chicken, salt and 
pepper, olive oil or bacon drip- 
pings, mustard (hot or mild), crush- 
ed ready-to-eat wheat cereal.

Many of the letters I have receiv- 
ed recently deal with questions 
about normal conditions of the 
tongue and mouth, Evidently, many 
people are interested in these par- 
ticular troubles, and this article to- 
day is being written for them. 

Glossodynia is gne of the disor: 
ders which may affect the tongue, 
producing a painful sensation. Gen- 
erally, both sides are painful. In- 
stead of complaining of pain, the 
patient may complain of a burning 
sensation or may say that the 
tongue is sensitive and feels as 
though it had been scalded with but 
food, This condition may arise from 
a number of causes, such as pres- 
sure from dental resorations which 
do not fit properly; pernicious ane- 
mia; and a deficiency of vitamins 
in the diet. When the cause can be 
located and corrected, the outlock 
for relief is good. Neuralgia of the 
tongue will cause a pain on one 
side alone, this pain following close- 
ly the course of a nerve. 

Inflammation of the tongue, or 
Glossitis, not only causes pain, byt 
causes the formation of bright red 
patches, which are irregular in out: 
line, and are sharply defined. These 
patches may be smooth and glassy.

Harvest Aid Lack 
Is Forecast Here 


There undoubtedly will be a 
shortage of harvest help in Alberta 
this fall as in the rest of Canada, 
Selective Service officials said 
Wednesday. They expressed hope 
that rapidiy-changing employment 
conditions would tend to relieve 
the situation by cutting time. 

Officials declared it is impossible 
to predict with any accuracy just 
how severe the farm labor short- 
age will be when harvesting time 
| arrives. But no doubt there will be 
, a shortage, and the problem of get- 
ting help for the farmers will be a 
real one. 

Commenting on the use of sol- 
diers and airmen in the harvest 
fields, one official said this labor 
would “only be a drop in the 
bucket” in relation to the thousands 
of workers required. 

Merchants in Saskatchewan have 
been asked to close their stores on 
certain days during the harvest sea- 
son, releasing clerks for the fields, 
Reports from Manitoba said office 
workers are volunteering for fie'd 
work in greater numbers than a 
year ago, and many women have 
offered to do anything from house- 
work to pitching sheaves. 


Glossitis is often due to some form 
of anemia. 

Burning of the tongue may be due 
to inflammation, or in a few cases 
is due to the patient being sensitive 
to the rubber used in artificial 
dentures.

As a general rule, 
when the tongue is coated, the most 
likely place to look for trouble is 
the digestive tract. 

Peculiar tastes in the mouth are 
commonly reported and may occur 
as sweet, bitter or metallic tastes. 
Or, the patient may complain chief- 
ly of an unpleasant taste, which 
may be the result of gum disor- 
ders, digestive upsets, liver trouble 
poor mouth hygiene, or decayed 
teeth, 

Mouth ulcers or canker sores are 
usually a digestive warning, being 
due to the fact that the patient has 
eaten not wisely, but too well. 

Dryness of the mouth comes 
from’ an insufficient secretion of 
saliva and may be seen in diabetes 
or nephritis. It sometimes follows 
the use of pertain kinds of drugs.

Inquiry Board 
Urges New Vote 


Next January, 


Another election of employees 
affected, in January, 1945, is 
recommended in a majority re- 
port in the matter of the dispute 
between Canada Packers Ltd, 
and its employees, members of 
Local 243 United Packinghouse 
Workers of America. The report 
is that of @ board of conciliation 
and investigation appointed un- 
der the Industrial Disputes in- 
vestigation Act. 

The board consisted of H. H. 
Parlee, K.C., chairman, with L. Y. 
Cairns, K.C,, sitting on the recom- 
mendation of the employers and 
the Rev. C. J. Foran, appointed as 


the representative of the em- 
ployees. 
Messrs. Parlee and Cairns 


brought in a majority report, while 
the Rev. Father Foran submitted a 
minority report. 

In effect the dispute arose as a 
result of Packing Plant Employees’ 
Union Local 78 and Local 243, 
United Packinghouse Workers of 
America seeking to become the 
bargaining agency of the em- 
ployees. 


STARTED IN 1940 

In 1940 the Logal 78 was estab- 
lished here and in the autumn of 
1942 employees of Canada Packers 
Ltd. voted to the effect that they 
desired to be represented in their 
dealings with the company by 
Packing Plant Employees Federal 
Union Local 78. After the voting 
the company entered into an agree- 
ment with Local 78, as a result of 
which the company recognized 
Union 78 as the exclusive bargain- 
ing agent for all employees in the 
Edmonton plant, as the word “em- 
ployee” was defined in the agree- 


ment. 
In or ‘about December, 1943, 
Local 243 claimed that a large 


majority of the employees of the 
packing plant desired to be repre- 
sented by Local 243 in preference 
to Union 78, 


AGREED ON VOTE 

In January of this year, Union 
78 agreed that a vote should be 
taken to ascertain the wishes of the 
employees and a vuie was taken, 

Two votes were subsequently 
taken in which Local 243 obtained 
a majority of those voting, but not 
a majority of employees affected. 

Evidence was submitted that 
there were at least 100 employees 
who had enlisted while they were 
employees and the company asserted 
that it felt itself under an obliga- 
tion to see that these persons were 
given a position of some kind if 
they so desire, on their return here. 


Messrs Parlee and Cairns found 
that the agreement of Jan. 27, 
*1943, between the company and 
Union 78 “is in force and effect.” 

In its recommendations the ma- 
jority: report favors another vote 
being taken in January, 1945. It is 
also urged that the company be not 
embarrassed by the taking of more 
than one vote a year.-"We are also 
of the opinion that a yearly vote is 
advantageous to both unions as it 
will tend to stability and harmony 
among the workers. Conceivably 1n 
a short space of time the leading 
union might claim that a vote 
should again be taken. This would 
lead to disturbance and a lack of 
harmony and efficiency in the 
plant,” the majority report con- 
cludes, 


NOT PERTINENT 

Father Foran in his minority re- 
port finds that the majority report 
“really makes no recommendation 
at all pertinent to the settlement of 
the dispute.” He says that the re- 
conrmending of an election in Jan- 
uary “is in effect just another way 
of endorsing the continuance of 
the status quo and of the conditions 
that led to the establishment of 
this board.” 

As a result of the decision that 
the agreement between the com- 
pany and Union 78 is in effect the 
Trades Congress of Canada controls 
all but one packing plant in Alberta,
